\Viih the idea of economijjing water the area under the main 
^oal was divided into a single and double crop area in IQ09 and 
from that year water Las been sapplied to the latter foe two 
orops and to tho former for only one crop.

thie praotioo becomes general as it may^ the manure difficulty 
■honld disappear. Thom are now plenty cross-roads and 
nothing more seems to be reqmrod than improvements to village 
CHTl tracks. No drains seem to be required and veiy little By 
way of extending or itnprovLtig the existing irriration nbannok. 
During the past five Or six years the channels have been much 
improved especially the smaller branches and the improvamenU 
will canCiuae till they arc all in good order. The main canal 
and mailt branchos are all in good order and practically all the 
sluices in tbe system are provided with shatters under lock 
and key.

Anchylostomissis or Hook-worm disease is common throngh- 
ont the district sod is the cause of a coasidemhlo amount of 
disability. Possibly it was rntroduced originally by cwlios from 
Ceylon^ but it is now present in ondemio form. Gnine^worio 
disease is uIho oommen in several parts of the distfiot^ particularly 
in Nilakottai and BatUgimdn. 

Theae are conimon to an appalling extent. The great endemio 
cetitree are the towns of Madura and Palai> where prostitutes 
abound, and practically none of whom eseapo these discaeee. A
